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Higher education in India is at crossroads Reforms and innova¬ 
tions are sweeping the educational sector all over the world One 
of the forces influencing change in education is the emergence of 
newer and more advanced communication and computer technolo¬ 
gies A seminar on ‘‘New Technologies in Higher Education” was 
organised fiom y to 11 January, 1984 under the joint auspices of the 
UGC and AIU by the University of Poona at which the focus of the 
seminar was to discuss the role of these new educational technologies 
in the solutions to educational problems facing the universities in 
particular and the nation as a whole 

The seminar discussed the following topics (a) The new educa¬ 
tional technology, (b) New technologies and formal education, 
(c) New technologies and non-lormal education, (d) Adoption and 
integration of new technologies in the present educational pattern, 
(e) New technologies and learning in future—some relevant issues 
for educators 

The seminar was attended by nearly 50 educationists, especially 
Irom the Western Region Dr Rais Ahmed, Vice-Chairman of the 
University Grants Commission attended the seminar and formally 
inaugurated it on 9th January 1984 Professor Jagdish Naram, 
Secretary, Association of Indian Universities (AIU) alio attended 
the seminar Dr RG Takwale, Vice-Chancellor, Poona Univer¬ 
sity attended the deliberations throughout the duration of the semi¬ 
nar 

After discussing the various issues, the seminar m its last session 
unanimously made the following observations and recommenda¬ 
tions 

(1) The seminar recognizes and supports the national objective 
and policy of harnessing modern technology for the purposes 
of coordinated national development 

(2) The seminar recognizes and appreciates the advances achiev¬ 
ed m the area of educational technology and its significance 
in higher education with special reference to teaching, re¬ 
search and extension, 

(3) The seminar recognizes the unlimited potential of new tech¬ 
nologies in the dissemination and spread of quality education 
to a large number of learners in rural and remote areas who 
are deprived of adequate facilities of higher education The 
Electronics revolution has made it possible to bring edu¬ 
cation at a reduced cost to a large population which is not 
able to participate in the formal system of education The 
seminar further recommends that the Planning Commission 
and other national agencies should recognize this potential 
of new technologies while making allocations for the VII 
Plan 

(4) The seminar supports all efforts at the national, regional and 

institutional levels for the creation and strengthening of 
facilities in the field of new technologies *" ^ 

(5) The seminar welcomes the establishment of the six Audio- 
Visual Resource Centres (AVRC’s) and Educational Media 
Research Centres (EMRC's) in different universities by the 
University Grants Commission 

(6) The seminar calls upon the UGC to further support and 
strengthen these centres in order to develop them into viable 
nuclei of training, research and development, materials pro¬ 
duction and extension activities 

(7) The seminar urges the UGC to take up liaison with relevant 
national agencies as recommended by the Task Force appoint- 



ed by the A1U in order to enable institutions 
of higher education to benefit from the vari¬ 
ous national facilities 

(8) The seminar recommends the starting of a 
National Centre of Educational Media Rese¬ 
arch, as suggested by the U G C working 
group, for proper utilization of new techno¬ 
logies in higher education and for purposes 
of central coordination of all efforts in this 
direction 

(9) The seminar urges the newly created AVRC’s 
and EMRC’s start short term and long term 
training programmes as well as materials pro¬ 
duction for the area/State/Region concerned 
and to set up realistic research projects (both 
for the hardware and software) for utilization 
and upgradation of new technologies for 
higher education 

(10) The seminar urges the UGC to create AVRCs 
in all the universities and EMRC s at the re¬ 
gional and state levels 

(11) The seminar records its appreciation on the 
decision taken to equip the EMRC's and 
AVRC’s with hardware and software reso¬ 
urces to carry out efficiently the functions 
entrusted to them At the same time the Semi¬ 
nar is anxious that m order that the imple¬ 
mentation of new technologies becomes effec¬ 
tive, in Higher Education Sector, every col¬ 
lege must be provided with 

(a) a Micro-processor Computer \vith a CPU, 
floppy disk drive (1MB formated capa¬ 
city), magnetic disk drive (10MB formated 
capacity) with a fast printer and dot mat¬ 
rix printer possibly with 3 terminals 

(b) a VCR with a Monitor (projection TV) 
capable of showing video programmes to 
students (single unit upto 1000 students, 
multiple units for increases student streng¬ 
ths) 

A group of colleges may be provided with 
centralised facilit> for editing and preparing 
software materials 

(12) The seminar emphasizes the need for reserv¬ 
ing a separate TV transmission channel ex¬ 
clusively for educational purposes 

(13) The seminar recommends that for the pur¬ 
poses ot software and courseware production, 
irmln-disciplinary teams of experts and spe¬ 
cialists in education language and media 
technology should be formed for re-orienta- 
tion, training and materials production 


(14) The seminar further recommends that these 
teams of specialists should plan and produce 
appropriate media packages for programmes 
at the local colleges, university level, and at 
the regional, state level and national level, 
both in regional languages and in English 

(15) The seminar recommends that adequate aca¬ 
demic rewards must be provided to teachers 
participating m the programmes of educa¬ 
tional technology at all the levels of teach¬ 
ing, research and extension 

(16) The seminar recommends the establishment 
of a communication research data-base and 
a communication network for extensive and 
efficient utilization of this data on a natio¬ 
nal basis by education, industry and govern¬ 
ment agencies For this purpose select re¬ 
search projects at the local level be initiated 
to test the viability and usefulness of such 
networks 

(17) The seminar recommends that research in 
production of educational software should 
be given due recognition in the educational 
system The institution of cash awards and 
certificates of Merit may be an additional in¬ 
centive for teachers to increasingly under¬ 
take such activities 

(18) The seminar recommends to the U G C as 
well as the State Government to make funds 
available under a separate head for educa¬ 
tional technology in higher education Efforts 
should also be made to generate resources 
from the industry and society at large 

(19) The seminar recommends that a journal de¬ 
voted to New Technologies m Higher Edu¬ 
cation be supported and/or started by the 
UGC 

(20) The seminar is aware that the Indian manu¬ 

facturers at present will not be in a posi¬ 
tion to meet the demands for all the hard¬ 
ware required for use in higher education 
Further the hardware developed and produc¬ 
ed in the country would have time gap of 
development of a few years which essentially 
delays the introduction and spread of new 
technologies m our country In order to re¬ 
duce this time gap at least in the human re¬ 
source development, it is essential that im¬ 
port of such essential equipment by recog¬ 
nised educational institutions be facilitated 
during the VII Plan At the same time more 
entrepreneurs should be encouraged to pro¬ 
duce the equipment at competitive rates 
within the country □

Text of the talk by Professor Rais Ahmed, Vice-Chairman, 
University Grants Commission broadcast over AU India Radio in the 
Home Service under the Spotlight Programme 


There are many problems in higher education, 
some of which are related to availability of funds, 
economic development and employment, society’s 
will to strike a proper balance between discipline 
and freedom in academic institutions and of course, 
the creation of flexible course structures, syllabn to 
take into account rapidly growing knowledge, and 
methods of teaching designed to invoke students id 
thinking questioning reflecting and creating A pro¬ 
blem of great concern, however, is the seemingly 
divergent pulls of quality and quantity 

There has been a phenomenal expansion in higher 
education- such as perhaps has not taken place m 
any other country The number of colleges and 
universities has grown, as the number of students 
has grown The growth rate has been faster than 
that of our population Yet we are wdy behind other 
countries m terms of the percentage of the age group 
18 to 24 in the population which is enrolled in the 
colleges and universities There are many areas where 
enrolment is far below the national average There 
are sections of the population, for example, the poor, 
the inbals and the scheduled castes, the rural peo- 
pie, the women who are behind others in higher 
education The thirst for knowledge and the urge to 
make a living bv means of higher levels of education 
has not abated and the tide cannot be turned merely 
by saymg that no more colleges need be opened 

On the other hand the tide of numbers has im¬ 
poverished the quality of education Student-teacher 
ratios have suffered, the expenditure per student m 
real monetary terms has declined, average facilities 
in our colleges and universities are not the same as be¬ 
fore The interaction between students and teachers— 
in the form of tutorials or seminars, mlaboratory and 
theoretical projects in private discussions between 
teachers and the taught is not the same today as we 
had 25 or 30 years ago No wonder the whole coun¬ 
try is anxious about standards oi education, about 
the declining role of the teacher in cultivating the 
many facets of a student s personality, lus sense of 
values, his discrimination and judgement 

We are very fortunate indeed that the dilemma 
can be to a large extent resolved by modern tech¬ 
nologies Teachers can be assisted to teach better 
with the help of audio and visual aids, and lectures 
a s well as seminar sessions can be audio or even 
video taped so that those who were unable to attend 
may also be benefited Self learning materials can 
be produced in large numbers -not only in print but 
also m other forms They can be master minded by 


the best experts, and students in their turn can study 
them in libraries and reading rooms whenever it 
suits them best Yes, this means additional expendi¬ 
ture but undeniably the enrichment of learning and 
access of more people to high quality education can 
be ensured—in a cost effective manner 

Again, fortunately, the country has gone 
“cosmic ^ we now have a satellite which can relay 
TV programmes, which can be viewed in all parts of 
the country, particularly with the help of low power 
local transmitters which are being installed in all 
towns—even towns with a population of 100 thousand 
The considerable expenditure on the Satellite, which 
will be used for many other purposes, has been to a 
Urge extent justified because of what educational 
benefits we can reap with its help In principle, every 
one desirous of receiving an educational programme 
can do so through community viewang On this 
facility the whole country can be unified by some 
common educational thrusts and at the same time 
each region can be served according to its needs 
There are exciting possibilities ot class room situa¬ 
tions, seminars or tutorial sessions to be beamed, 
vocational and technical courses requiring great deal 
of visuals to be conducted, and programmes for 
teachers’further education taken up without their 
having to leave their institutions These programmes 
and facilities could form the core of a University of 
distance education which has been recommended to 
Government from various forums and which may 
now be soon started 

Howevei at this stage we must be realistic—the 
ultimate will be achieved m the years to come—at 
the moment we should undertake that which is 
achievable 

The present position is that our college and uni¬ 
versity teachers who are to play a crucial role in 
producing suitable programmes have no acquaintance 
with the new TV or radio medium, and in the uni¬ 
versity system there are very limited facilities avail¬ 
able for doing so Therefore, a small but carefully 
planned, beginning has to be made, with provision 
for monitoring and evaluation so as to continuously 
expand and improve the programmes 

The University Grants Commission as an agency 
conerned with all universities and particularly re¬ 
sponsible tor maintenance of quality and standards 
has naturally taken the initiative One hour has been 
assigned to higher education in the satellite program¬ 
mes and the Commission has decided to set up 
training and production facilities with standard 
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equipment in six institutions—some more may be 
added within the next year A central programme 
committee has been set up to coordinate and chan¬ 
nelize suitable material for daily telecast to door- 
darshan It has been decided to make what are called 
enrichment programmes at the undergraduate level 
Topics in different disciplines are being chosen so 
that the largest number of students and indeed any 
educated person may benefit Some topics wall relate 
to national development and national concerns such 
as agricultural or industrial visions, achievements, 
shortcomings, future perspectives—or national integ¬ 
ration secularism and socialism which are a part of our 
constitution These subjects will receive scholarly 
attention and will help to give breadth of knowledge 
and awareness to the viewers There will be special 
programmes for teachers in higher education to 
enable them better to handle their class and examine 
work, to give them up-to-date knowledge and parti¬ 
cularly to make them familiar w ith educational goals 
of their profession Some selected world class edu¬ 


cational TV programmes will also be procured be¬ 
cause of its excellence, and in many cases fhe thrill 
of learning which distinguished makers of those pro¬ 
grammes can bring our student community 
The expectation is that these programmes will go 
on the air within a few weeks, for experimenting and 
adjusting the system By the middle of the year re¬ 
gular programmes are likely to be telecast with colle¬ 
ges and universities provided part-assistance in sett¬ 
ing up receiving centres The entire programme will 
be watched and evaluated so as to improve it, and 
cast it in a higher mode during the Seventh Plan 
We expect that the TV programmes will be supported 
by other learning material and that its impact will be 
felt throughout the country and in the performance 
of all students m their studies This programme in¬ 
cidentally opens great vistas of new creative activity 
by teachers m colleges and universities Those who 
have been constrained by chalk and talk can now 
learn to present their subjects with the new medium 
in a much broader frame to much larger audiences q

Excerpts from the Convocatioi Address delivered by Dr 
(Mrs ) Madhuri R Shah, Chairperson, University Grants 
Commission, at the SNDT Women’s University, Bombay 


In 1916, when a univer¬ 
sity exclusively for women was 
established, not only was the 
idea considered utopian but in¬ 
numerable difficulties arising out 
of conseiYatisni and prejudice 
had to be overcome 

“Maharshi Karve, when he laid 
the foundation of this University 
caihd it “a leap in the dark ’ 
1 oday, standing on the threshold 
of the 67th year of its existence 
we can truthfully say that with the 
blessings of Karve, the visionary 
philosopher and Viihaldas Thu- 
ckersey, the enlightened philan¬ 
thropist and the devotion and 
zeaj of those who believed in the 
ideals of these two great men. the 
emergence of till 1 * University has 
been ‘ a leap from the dark unto 
the light 1 ' 

‘‘This transformation has been 
achieved through two distinct 
phases in the past In the just 
phase was laid the foundation for 
creating a social awareness to 
the need for educating women 
and to enable the society to ab¬ 
sorb a concept considered radi¬ 
cal in those days, of women be¬ 
coming socially and economi¬ 
cally self-supporiivc through 
education The second phase 
owes a great deal to the enlighten¬ 
ed contribution and guidance of 
Dr Prem I ilaben Thacker sey who 
gave the University the nurture 
and strength to enter into new 
fields of endeavour Tremendous 
increase m the facilities for edu¬ 
cation for women not only in the 
traditional field dt literature and 
teacher training were introduced 
but also new vistas were opened 
by the introduction of prolessio- 
nal and vocational courses thro¬ 
ugh conducted colleges of Home 
Science, Nursing, Education ard 
Library Science The University 
soon became an instrument ol 


social change and quietly but 
effectively contributed to natio¬ 
nal growth by providing courses 
of study and facilities for deve¬ 
loping a wealth of talent which 
had for years rtmamed untap¬ 
ped and dormant in the case of 
most women 

"The progress of the SNDT 
Women s University is a proof 
ol w Oman's relentless determina¬ 
tion to improve her condition 
The University provided the 
drive and the leadership to get

the standards of the task held 
high “Life leaps like a geyser' 
wrote Alexis Carrel, provided 
you drill through a reck of in¬ 
ertia ' The University experi¬ 
ments to find the best, the easiest 
and quickest ways of getting 
things done by overcoming the 
rock of inertia. The progress 
may be slow but it is steady be¬ 
cause the leadership in which 
the University developed the art 
of intensive concentration tried 


to simplify the complex tasks by 
undertaking one step at a time- 
If one wants to progress, one 
has to head the ancient Chinese 
wisdom “A journey of a 1000 
miles begins with a single step”. 
The University has the distinc¬ 
tion of not being a slave to a 
system but making the system 
serve its objectives 

“The University ’has now en¬ 
tered into the third and present 
phase of its development It is 
dedicated to the inculcation of 
\alue oriented education, balanc¬ 
ed with scientific and technolo¬ 
gical knowledge to be achieved 
through a high standard of tea¬ 
ching It recognises the present 
age which is said to be the age 
of •'Cience and technology The 
forces generated by science and 
technology and democracy have 
been operating in the modern 
world for a long tune and have 
transformed human life from a 
rat-race for bread and butter 
into civilized norms ol behavi¬ 
our and cultural satisfaction 
The impact of technological 
changes being felt in the deve¬ 
loping countries also but the 
rate of assimilation is often very 
slow and the process somewhat 
exasperating 

“The multiversities of today are 
straight-line projects of the 
machine-model colleges and uni¬ 
versities of the industrial era 
However, through its own tech¬ 
nology and its techniques for 
accelerating technological inno¬ 
vation the industrial system has 
begun to transform itself A new 
cultural system is emerging The 
new electronic technologies 
(and soon new biological, nuc¬ 
lear and solaT technologies) 
arc not only dramatically alter¬ 
ing society, but are further ac¬ 
celerating the rate at which new 
changes come about In less 
than a half-century, the airplane 
changed the rules of warfare, 
politics and business The time 
from Rutherford’s discoveries 
about the atom to Los Alamos 
and Hiroshima was only thirty- 
five years The first landing on 
the moon occurred less than a 
decade after the test-run of solid- 
fuel missiles H'W fax away is 
the fusion of man and machine. 
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now that artificial organa, hor¬ 
mone producers and transistoriz¬ 
ed brain supplements are a rea¬ 
lity in the laboratory 9 The ad¬ 
vances of science ’have been and 
will continue to be beneficial 
to women if necessary social 
adjustments are made and social 
values are not discarded It is in 
this context that the remarks of 
Pandit Nehru are important 
“What we need is science and 
spirituality, because religion and 
politics based on economics 
have done immense harm to the 
world” 

“One may ask the question — 
what is the future of this Uni¬ 
versity 9 All education is com¬ 
monly regarded as education for 
the future To quote the Hon’- 
ble Prime Minister Smt Indira 
Gandhi “Education is not 
merely in accumulation of know ¬ 
ledge for knowledge can soon be 
out of date, but a means of sti¬ 
mulating the capacity to think, 
to learn and to innovate and to 
apply knowledge in the interest 
of larger causes When 
education was limited to 
a privileged few, people were 
mere consumers of the thoughts 
of others Now 7 when w 7 e seek 
widest involvement of the people 
m shaping their destiny, the 
young must be encouraged to do 
their own thinking 

“The University has important 
tasks to perform First, it has 
to open up new fields of learning 
so that the horizons of women 
folk must expand, the frontiers 
of their efforts would be widen¬ 
ed and women will be able to 
meet the challenges of life 
Secondly, these new 7 fields must 
be so structured that the options 
are open to them to puruse their 
education, taking into account 
that women have to play a dual 
role in life — that of profession 
and that of family life There 
js a need for continuous moni¬ 
toring the educational pro¬ 
cess through restructured cur¬ 
riculum, examination reforms, 
continuing education and the 
ie-organisation of knowledge to 
put greater emphasis on instru¬ 
mentalism in scientific and 
technological spheres and grea¬ 
ter stress on expressiveness in 
the humanistic and artistic re¬ 


alms Further the whole pattern 
of the educational system must 
be so designed as to permute 
over the entire life span of a 
woman with free movement 
between family responsibilities, 
study and work Thidly, it has 
to play a leadership role in the 
field of women’s education, par¬ 
ticularly at the time when other 
women’s universities are being 
set up in different parts of the 
country 

Permit me to share with you 
my credo developed through 
my occupational activities in the 
sphere of education 1 feel 
strongly that the educational 
status of a nation can be reco¬ 
gnised by the academic status of 
its teaching faculty in all the 
stages of its educational ladder 
I may mention though the enrol¬ 
ment trend of women in Uni¬ 
versity education is near about 
37°,, their opting for teaching 
profession is very poor In Pri¬ 
mary Schools the percentage is 
only 26%, in the middle school 
it is 36%, in High Schools it is 
30% and m the Colleges and 
the Universities it falls only to 
15% These percentages are 
broadly for the whole of India 
If I were to confine my attention 
only to Women s University, 
the picture looks rosy since in 
all the faculties both in conduct¬ 
ed & affiliated colleges in Maha¬ 


rashtra & Gujarat, the percent¬ 
age of women teachers is nearly 
76% However, I must add 
some of your faculties are the 
special preserve of women like 
Nursing and Home Science 
Since I am addressing the young 
graduates in different faculties 
1 strongly urge some of them to 
think about preparing themselves 
to pursue the profession of tea¬ 
ching 

“Before L conclude, I would 
like to address a few words to 
my young friends You stand 
at the pinnacle of life and you 
can be a channel for mighty 
streams of power You are 
heir to the great thoughts of 
thinkers of the ages, you are 
heir to more accumulated know¬ 
ledge and experience than man 
has ever before possessed 
Dream great dreams Great 
dreams become obsession which 
should net be denied If you 
are w'lllmg to pay the price, you 
can make your dream come 
through By travelling fearlessly 
and patiently, with curiosity, 
imagination and an open mind 
stamped with humility and co¬ 
urtesy achieve the dreams 

“Now ami then, not oltcu’ , 
wrote Emerson, “the man for¬ 
gets himself into immortality ’

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Quakerism, Hinduism and Gandhi’s 
Ideas on Religion 


Mr John Linton, Quaker Lea¬ 
der from Great Britain delivered 
a special lecture on “Quake¬ 
rism, Hinduism and Gandhi's 
Ideas on Religion” on February 
18, 1984 at Gandhigram Rural 
Institute (Deemed University) 

Dr M Aram, Vice-Chancellor 
presided. 

Recalling the words of Dr 
C E M Joad that it all depend¬ 
ed on what you meant by reli¬ 
gion Lmton reiterated that reli¬ 
gion might transcend reason, but 
should not contradict it True 
religion is not a matter of indoct¬ 
rination with dogmatic beliefs 
but an acceptance of spiritual 
values 

His unquestionable faith in 
‘openness and absence of dogma, 
has drawn him towards the ‘So¬ 
ciety of Friends’ m which his 
umversalist convictions around 
a warm response This paved thv. 
wuy for the birth v>f Qmhers 
Umversalist Group The Qua¬ 
kers Umversalist Group firmly 
believes, he asserted, the declared 
view of Gandhi that no religion 
is a final revelauon or has a mo¬ 
nopoly of truth Revelation is a 
continuous process Moreover, 
though there may be a divine 
spark m them, the historic reli¬ 
gions are essentially man-made 
They are man’s attempt to get to 
grips with the eternal verities 

The search for truth is conti¬ 
nuous All the histone religions 
have always been divisive because 
they make unacceptable claims 
causing bitterness, war, and ter¬ 
rible crimes against humantiy 
He also felt that different reli¬ 
gions should forget their diffe¬ 
rences and -co-operate with each 
other for spiritual self-evalua¬ 
tion 

Though the Quakers’ stand on 
some critical issues may initially 
seem to be unpopular. Dr M 
Aram, Vice-Chancellor in his 
presidential address said their 
pioneering efforts would eventual¬ 
ly help the society 

All religion^ lead to the same 
supr omental experience. But 


due to the abundant liberalism 
and freedom which the Hinduism 
offers, it has more possibility for 
such spiritual experience Dr 
Aram emphasised the view ol 
Vinobha Bhave that the core of 
religion is spirituality Accord¬ 
ing to Vmobap, the era of reli¬ 
gion and politics is over and the 
era of science and spirituality has 
begun. We should be the seekers 
of a new territory based on Truth 
w'htch must be an experience of 
our own, he suggested 

Adult literacy programmes 
at Gujarat Vidyapith 

The Department of Adult, Con¬ 
tinuing & Extension work of the 
Gujarat Vidyapith, Ahmed^bad 
his adopted 8 Village complexes

through to Delhi University as

The new sophisticated equip¬ 
ment to be received by the Delhi 
University will be initially locat¬ 
ed m the Instrumentation Centre 
of the university in the north 
campus Later, a central comp¬ 
lex is proposed to bs built exclu¬ 
sively for the Centre This 
central core science facility will 
be available for all the depart¬ 
ments of the university This js 
intended to avoid duplication in 
instrument purchases, their use 
and maintenance 
The UGC is also reported to

For upgrading the present ad¬ 
vanced centres in the university 
(Chemistry, Physics, Botany and 
Zoology), the UGC has sanctio¬ 
ned Rs 2 crores A new Depart¬ 
ment of Electronics Science at a 
cost of Rs 60 lakhs will also be 
set up The UGC, it is reported, 
has also agreed to give Rs 1 25 
crores for creating laboratory 
facilities m the South Delhi Cam¬ 
pus of the university 
The UGC has also agreed to 
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give funds for the construction 
of 300-seat hostel for the univer¬ 
sity of which 100 seats will be 
for the South campus The So¬ 
cial Welfare Ministry is also 
giving a grant for the construc¬ 
tion of a hostel for disabled stu¬ 
dents 

UGC grant for

Symposium on utilization 
of farm wastes 

Dr Sukhdev Singh, Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor of the Punjab Agricul¬ 
tural University said that with 
the agricultural revolution, the 
disposal ol agricultural residues 
like paddv straw and wheat straw 
had posed a problem for the 
farmers He further said that 
more than 5 million tonnes of 
paddy straw was burnt in the 
fields annually which had become 
a serious pollution problem 
This could be used for card 
board making The Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor further said that huge 
quantity of rice bran was used 
as fuel in same factories which 
could otherwise be used for 
de-oiling and poultry feed 

The Vice-Chancellor was in¬ 
augurating a symposium on uti¬ 
lization of agricultural wastes at 
the P A U The seminar was orga¬ 
nized by the Department of Bio¬ 
chemistry of the University and 
sponsored by the Council of 
Scientific and Industrial Research 
and the local chapter of So¬ 
ciety of Biological Chemists 
(India) More than 100 delega¬ 
tes attended this symposium 

In his keynote address. Dr 
B S Pathak, Professor of Emine¬ 
nce at the PAU said that one of 
the notable achievements of the 


engineers and scientists of the 
developed West in the last two 
decades had been the emergence 
of the non-waste technology 
which provided for the utiliza¬ 
tion of the process by products, 
often resulting m long sequential 
use chain He further said that 
what was utilized was not a 
waste In that sense Indian agri¬ 
culture had been an outstanding 
example of non-waste techno¬ 
logy All agricultural residues 
had been almost fully utilized 
for one or more purposes and 
till recently there were practic¬ 
ally no agricultural wastes He 
further said that wheat straw 
which had posed a problem of 
disposal in the post World W T ar 
agriculture of many European 
countries was still a valued roug¬ 
hage m this country That part 
of it which was not digested by 
the cattle and was rejected as 
dung was in fact used as a value 
added material f or manure and 
fuel Only in the recent years 
some agricultural residues had 
become truly surplus and were 
being treated as wastes 

Dr Pathak said that there were 
three major biomass conversion 
processes which can be adopted 
to utilize agricultural residues for 
energy purposes These were 
combustion process, thermoche- 
mical process and fermentation. 
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Need to Increase the 
efficiency of tubewells 

Inaugurating a seminar on 
“The problems of pumping sets 
manufactured m Punjab” Dr 
Sukhdev Singh, Vice-Chancellor 
of the Punjab Agricultural Uni¬ 
versity said recently that Punjab 
having only 1 53 per cent of 
the total geographical area of 
the country had 6 7 lakh, tube- 
wells which was 80 per cent of 
the total tubewell population 
He further said that 55 per cent 
of the cropped area in Punjab 
was irrigated by the tube wells 
installed by the farmers by 
spending more than Rs 700 cro- 
res In spite of this huge invest¬ 
ment, the efficiency of these i ube- 
wells was not satisfy c'oiy, he 
added 

The Vice-Chancellor called 
upon the manufacturers of im- 
gation machinery to produce 
equipment which was durable, 
economic and efficient He urg¬ 
ed the manufacturers to observe 
strict quality control for each 
and every part of their product, 
properly educate the farmers on 
the operation, care and mamte- 


Educational robot 
developed in Australia 

An Australian electronics com¬ 
pany has played a major role in 
developing an educational robot 
The robot, known as Elami, 
90 cm (35*) tall, will respond 
to human speech, move around, 
play games and music and help 
children with spelling and mathe- 
matics It was the idea of the 
RE Foundation in Zunch, a non¬ 
profit education research insti¬ 
tute which did not have the
